Two ot tho oases were taken up on ap- 
peal from Book, and are therefore of 
some local interest. The IM-son Jour- 
nal ot yesterday, gives tho following ay 
uopsis: 


A cow 
OASIS. . 


The case of 
Wm. Funk, appellant, 


against Lyman Paul, respondent, is an 
interesting one, and comes from Book 
county. Tha facts in this suit, briefly 
told, are as follows: Peter Gleim gave to 
Paul a chattel mortgage on six cow? 
then in Gleim's possession. That mort- 
gage was duly filed. Four of the cows 
were with call at the time, and dropped 
them soon after. About ten months after- 
ward, Glenn gave a ohattle mortgage o£ 
the calves to Funk, who held a note 
against him, given prior to the birth o 
the calves. Tho mortgage was also duly 
filed. Gleira afterwards ran away, atter 
giving other mortgages on personal prop 
erty, leaving the cows and calves and his 
obligations. The mortgagees took poses- 
sion of all the property covered by tttv 
mortgazes, and in due form sold them a 
public auction sale, the proceeds going 
into the hands ot Paul, who acted as 
treasurer. "When it camo to a settlement 
both Funk and Paul claimed the net pro 
oeeds from the sale of the calves—$ 
Paul, who held the money, declined to 
pay it over, claiming that it was his ow 
under his chattle mortgage; that even 
the 366 was insufflciant to pay up the 
am ount due him under his mortgage 
that it -was not necessary tor a oalt to fol 
low a oow for nurture, moro than fou 
months; and that these calves, shortly 
after they were dropped, were kept by 
Gloim in a lot by themselves, separate 
from the cows, until after Funk's mort 
gage was given, and that Funk, at thi 
time of taking the mortgage, had no ac- 
tual notice ot any prior mortgage. Ti 
recover the SGG, this action was brougb 
by Funk. The justice court decided in 
favor of Funk, but the circuit court ren 
dered a verdict for Paul. Funk appealed 
from that judgment. In rendering thi 
opinion of the court, Justice Cassoday 
tiolds that "whero the owner of a domes 
tio animal gives a mortgage thereon dnr 
ing the period of gestation, the mortga 
gee will, as against the mortgagor, 
tn 


entitled to the offspring when born/ 
He further says: "It is urged by plaint- 
,fl"s counsel that, notwithstanding the 
mortgage may cover the calves as between 
io parties, yet as they are not describee 
nor in any way referred to in tho defend 
ant's mortgage, the filing ot it was no 
constructive notice to the plaintiff, an 
tienoe that his mortgage gives him th 
superior right. Had the defendant, upon 
obtaining possession of his mortgage 
taken posaession of the cows, and retain 
ed them and tho oulvos, when dropped 
until after tho plaintiff obtained his mort- 
gage, thon ha undoubtedly could have 
aeld them as against the plaintiff. By 
reason of such possession, the plaintif 
and the world would have been conolu 
sively presumed to know the defendant1 


interest in and right to tho calves. -Th 
calves were kept by Gloim in a field sep 
arated from tho oow.^, so that a bona fid 
purchaser or mortgagor -without notic 
would have been protected."
